Does it seem strange that people will blast their 
credit standings, some times unnecessarily? It is 
something to think about.

THE STATE OF TEXAS, 
COUNTY OF WISE: 
To Hon. J. E. Carter, Judge of the District Court 
of Wise County, Texas: We, the Grand Jury of the 
District Court of Wise County, Texas, for the 
May term 1939, duly empaneled on May 29th, j 
1939, do hereby respectfully make the following 
recommendations, to-wit: 
1. That the Men’s toilet in the Courthouse of 
Wise County, Texas, is very unsanitary and we 
recommend that same be washed and scrubbed 
regularly and often with soap and water and that 
disinfectants be used liberally and regularly. 
2. That the Jail of Wise County, Texas, is in 
need of repair and that grounds are in an unsight­ 
ly and unsanitary condition, and we recommend 
that the necessary repairs be made to the jail and 
that the grounds around the jail be cleaned up 
and be made sanitary, and that the jail be kept 
sanitary. 
3. We recommend that all excess fees collected 
by officials be paid and that the County be paid 
all excess fees due. 
4. Recommend that all accounts and claims 
against the County be presented to the County 
Clerk not later than five (5) days prior to the 
meeting of the Commissioner’s Court. 
5. We recommend that Wise County keep in the 
proper office and by the proper official a Ledger 
showing all accounts owing by Wise County with 
credits and debits therein.
